TRIAL SCHEDULED FOR 
START ON MAY 13 


Attorneys Wait for Decision from 
Columbus Judge Before Mak­ 
ing Plans for Trial 


Judge Julian Sharpnack, of the 
Bartholomew circuit court at 
Columbus, has been chosen to 
serv e as special judge in the trjal 
of Roy Cochran in the Rush cir­ 
cuit court. Cochran, a resident 
of Shelby county, is being held 
on a charge of first degree m ur­ 
der. His case was sent here for 
trial after he had asked for 
a 
change of v enue from the Shelby 
circuit court. 
It is not known whether Judge 
Sharpnack will accept the 
ap­ 
pointment. Definite word is ex­ 
pected to be receiv ed from him 
without much delay. The trial of 
Cochran is scheduled to begin on 
May 13. 
A motion for a change of v enue 
from Judge Will M. Sparks was 
filed by Cochran, through his a t­ 
torneys. Judge Sparks submitted 
to attorneys for the state and de­ 
fense the names of the following 
judges from whom to select 
a 
special judge—Judge Sharpnack, 
of Columbus, Judge Morrow, of 
Anderson and Judge Fremont 
Miller, of the Johnson 
circuit 
court, at Franklin. 
The Shelby county proseeuting 
attorney, struck off the name of 
Judge Morrow, and the attorneys 
for Cochran then struck off the 
name of Judge Miller, 
leav ing 
Judge Sharpnack as the choice 
for special judge. 
Cochran has been in jail since 
January. He was arrested at his 
home in Shelby township after 
he had shot his wife, following a 
quarrel. The shooting occurred 
at the Cochran home. Mrs. Coch­ 
ran was brought to the 
Major 
Memorial hospital here where 
she died sev eral days after the 
shooting. 
A grand jury inv estigation was 
made and a charge of murder in 
the first degree 
was 
lodged 
against Cochran. It was stated 
at the time of the shooting that 
Cochran had Ipeen in Shelbyv ille 
during the afternoon, had 
re­ 
turned home intoxicated, and af-

With this lesson we begin the 
study of a p ortion of the book of 
Isaiah, from the fortieth chap ter 
to the end, which most of the 
outstanding 
Old 
Testament 
scholars of the p resent day re­ 
gard as the work of a p rop het 
whose identitfy is not 
known, 
who liv ed about 15 0 y ears after 
the time of Isaiah. 
The writer of this latter p or­ 
tion of the book is often 
re­ 
ferred to as “the Second Isaiah.” 
It has been suggested that 
he 
deliberately chose to keep 
his 
identity unknown, wishing 
to 
emp hasize his message 
rather 
than his own p ersonality . 
He 
describes himself here as “the 
v oice of one cry ing in the wild­ 
erness.” 
The B est Ex p lanation 
There is no need 
that 
we 
should deal here with the criti­ 
cal questions inv olv ed in 
this 
concep tion of the book of Isaiah 
as consisting of tifro p arts w rit­ 
ten at different times and 
by 
Afferent p rop hets. The differenc­ 
es and discrep ancies up on which 
this general scholarly belief is 
now based were recognized long 
before this theory p rev ailed, but 
those who held that the 
book 
was all by one hand 
ex p lained 
the fact that the latter p ortion 
of it manifestly referred to his­ 
torical ev ents of a much later 
time than that of the first Isa­ 
iah by the claim that this earlier 
p rop het was writing out of p re­ 
v ision of these later ev ents and 
circumstances. That is a theory 
that I believ e will be found rath 
er hard to 
up hold 
and 
that 
would destroy much of the true 
effect and meaning of p rop he­ 
cies which were directly related 
to the time in which they were 
uttered. 
It should not be necessary to 
p oint out that the idea of 
the 
book of Isaiah as consisting of 
two p arts does not affect 
the 
moral and sp iritual teachings oi 
the book or its v alue 
for 
our 
time. Most careful students 
of 


the book would, in fact, 
claim 
that this v iew has greatly clar­ 
ified and enhanced the teach - 
mg, as it is in study ing the iattc-i 
l p ortions of the book in relation 
to the ev ents of this later p eriod 
that we ap p reciate the tuil sig- 
inificance of the teachings. Is it 
'not only as we succeed in relat­ 
ing the p rop hecies to their own 
time that we 
can 
adequately 
grasp their 
meaning 
for 
our 
time? 
Whatev er concep tion of 
the 
book one may hav e, it seems p er­ 
fectly clear that the .chap ters of 
•Isaiah from this lesson on re­ 
late to the p eriod of Baby lonian 
'activ ity . We hav e seen that the 
I Northern Kingdom—the 
King- 
idem of Israel—fell in 722 B. C., 
¡and that the 10 tribes of that 
1 kingdom were disp ersed 
nev er 
I again to hav e .their kingdom re­ 
established. In 5 38 B. C., that is, 
¡nearly 200 y ears later, the south- 
jern kingdom of Judah fell be­ 
fore the p ower of Baby lon, and 
its p eop le 
were cairied off into 
cap tiv ity . 
Kingdom Laler Restored 
In 
this 
instance, 
howev er, 
there was a restoration of 
the 
kingdom, as ev ery student of the 
Old Testament knows, and a rc- 
colop ization of Palestine by *he 
Jews whose return from Baby lon 
to their own land 
was 
made 
p ossible by a later ruler. 
Manifestly during this ex ile in 
Baby lon the faith and sp irit oi 
the p oop le were scjiely 
tibd. 
How could the concep tion of the 
p eop le of Israel as chosen 
anci 
called and as hav ing a 
¿reat 
deestiny , enshrined in the p ru- 
mise to the p atriarchs, be ser­ 
iously legarded when the king­ 
doms of Israel were broken and 
the p eop le weakened and 
dis­ 
p ersed? It ‘is under these condi­ 
tions that there arises in 
our 
lesson and 
in 
the 
p rop hecies 
which follow the concep tion of 
a sp iritual 
Israel—a 
faithful 
remnant, which, ev en in ex ile 
.and in suffering, is fulfilling the 
! deep er p urp oses of God. And it 
¡is interesting to note that it is 
I iff this p eriod that Old 
Testa- 
Iment p rop hecy attains its high­ 
est moral and sp iritual v alue,

It is because of

Ibut fears that the pav ed highway , 
the auto mo bile and the ho t do g 
stand and to urist camp hav e j*ust 
abo ut wiped nature in its primi­ 
tiv e fo rm o ff the map o f the Unit­ 
ed States, can sto p wo rry ing. The 
great o utdo o rs is still ex tensiv e— 
untamed and wild as it was.in the 
day s o f the pio neers. 
i 
This is rev ealed by Arthur New­ 
to n Pack, president o f the Ameri­ 
can Nature Asso ciatio n and asso ­ 
ciate edito r o f Nature Magazine. 
Mr. Pack, who pro bably kno ws- 
mo re abo ut this particular sub­ 
ject than any o ther man in Ameri­ 
ca, po ints o ut that any o ne who 
y earns to get o ut into the wilder­ 
ness where he will neither see no r 
hear any thing that reminds him 
o f civ ilizatio n can easily gratify 
his wish. 
“ So me o utdo o r enthusiasts,” he 
ex plains, 
“ go t ex cited recently 
o v er the inv asio n o f fo rest areas 
by highway s and summer reso rts, 
co the Fo rest Serv ice underto o k 
a study to determine just ho w 
much o f the areas o f the natio nal 
fo rests co uld still be classed as 
wilderness.^ 
Much Untamed Fo rest 
“ Results sho wed appro x imately 
o ne-third o f the gro ss acreage o f 
the natio nal fo rests is still suffi­ 
ciently untamed to co me under 
that class, and there are large 
areas which are In no immediate 
danger o f the encro achment o f 
gaso line fumes, 
bathtubs 
and 
o ther marks o f civ ilizatio n. 
“ The Fo rest Serv ice ado pted the 
widest po ssible margin o f safety , 
to minimize the po ssibility that 
so me perso n might lay a finger o n 
a part o f the map classed as wil­ 
derness and assert that he had 
driv en his auto mo bile to that 
po int. The minimum size o f a 
real “ wilderness” area was taken 
as co mprising 10 to wnships, 3£ 0 


square miles, o r 230,00b r "*es. It 
w-as determined that at present 
there are 74 areas, ranging fro m 
36 0 to 10,8 59 square miles in ex ­ 
tent, which, so far as can be de­ 
termined, £ re witho ut ro ads,” 
Thus there is still an abundance 
o f space in this co untry which a 
ntture lo v er can o nly reach afo o t 
o r o n ho rseback. Far as the net­ 
wo rk o f auto mo bile ro ads reaches, 
it do es no t go ev ery where. And 
Mr. Pack go es o n: 
“ This all refers to the natio nal 
fo rests, and they must no t be co rn- 
fused with the natio nal parks, 
which hav e their wHd areas to o : 
areas where there qre no red and 
green traffic lights, where man’s 
fo o tprints are the o nly reminders 
o f civ ilizatio n, where birds and 
animals o nly wo nder at y o ur co m­ 
ing, and why it to o k y o u so lo ng 
to disco v er the real way to liv e. 
“ I hav e made many trips into 
such regio ns, and all my sho o ting 
has been do ne with a camera. 
Once y o u get atuned to the call 
o f the bird and the so ng o f the 
waterfall, y o u will no t sho o t with 
any thing else. 
“ Ev ery o ne who has heard these 
calls is, o f co urse, stro ng fo r mo re 
o pen 
spaces. 
The po pulatio n 
gro wth o f the natio n demands 
them. Try to take Wade Park o ut 
o f Clev eland, Fo rest Park o ut o f 
St. Lo uis, Fairmo unt Park o ut o f 
Philadelphia, Ro ck Creek Park 
o ut o f Washingto n 
o r Central 
Park o ut o f New Yo rk—it wo uld 
be the quickest way I can think o f 
to start a rio t. Then think ho w 
much mo re the great o pen spaces 
are. go ing to mean to this ev er­ 
gro wing natio n. 
> -r* x 
“ Ex perts tell us that o ur po pu­ 
latio n is gro wing at the rate o f a 
millio n a y ear. That means a po p­ 
ulatio n o f 150,000,000 by 19 50 
and,200,000,000 by the y ear 2000. 
As things go that date Is no t so 
far away . 
The best time to ac­ 
quire these natio nal play places, 
then, is right no w, because this 
greatest cash business in the wo rld 
is co nstantly gro wing/.* 


A LACK OF LEADERSHIP. 
The mo derri American edu catio n al* sy stem, 
acco rdin g to Dr. Charles M. An drews, p ro fesso r 
o f American histo ry at Yale Un iv ersity , do es an 
ex cellen t jo b o f giv in g first rate train in g to sec­ 
o n d rate men , bu t has little to o ffer the first rate 
man who wan ts to dev elo p all o f his p o wers. 
Dr. An drews, in co mp an y with a n u mber o f 
o ther edu cato rs, rev ealed his v iews in a letter to 
the 
American Philo so p hical So ciety at Phila­ 
delp hia, which is’ takin g a sy mp o siu m o n the 
state o f the co u n try ’s scho o ls an d co lleges. 
His letter ex p ressed the fear that America is 
p ro v idin g itself with abo u t ev ery thin g it n eeds 
ex cep t leaders. 
“All the learn ed p ro fessio n s are seekin g men 
o f the first ran k to fill the p o sitio n s that call fo r 
men o f v isio n, ability , o rigin ality an d the high­ 
est stan dards in scho larship ,” he wro te. “There 
are p len ty o f seco n d rate men , bu t where are the 
men o f o u tstan din g p ro mise to beco me leaders in 
the in tellectu al an d scho larly life o f the co min g 
gen eratio n ? 
“We n eed mo re men o f first ran k who will 
see to it that the p ersp ectiv es are n o t lo st an d 
the fu n damen tal p rin cip les are n o t fo rgo tten . 
I do n o t thin k that the p resen t day metho ds o f 
stu dy in o u r gradu ate scho o ls are well fitted to 
train fo r leadership . 
Ou r gradu ate scho o ls are 
allo win g themselv es to fo llo w rather than lead, 
an d hen ce we 
get n o 
adeq u ate 
train in g fo r 
scho larship .” 
This co n stitu tes a rather serio u s in dictmen t. 
It was a lo ng time ago that the scrip tu ral writer 
n o ted that “where there is n o v isio n, the p eo p le 
p erish.” 
And v isio n — n atio n al v isio n, the kin d 
that lifts a who le p eo p le u p an d 
brin gs great 
achiev emen ts an d 
great 
adv an ces — dep en ds 
n early alway s o n the leaders. 
We are n ev er an y better than o u r leaders 
in du ce u s to be. 
A n atio n that lacks gifted lead­ 
ership lacks ev ery thin g. 


FARM RELIEF IN SIGHT. 
Du rin g the p ast few y ears farm relief has 
been o n e o f the p rin cip al q u estio n s befo re the 
American 
p eo p le. 
The deflatio n 
o f the y ear 
1 920 cau ght the farmers u n aware an d they hav e 
n o t y et en tirely reco v ered fro m the blo w. 
So me 
o f the sp ecialized bran ches o f farmin g hav e re­ 
co v ered their eq u ilibriu m an d are o n the high 
ro ad to p ro sp erity , bu t farmin g as a bu sin ess has 
n o t kep t p ace with the o n ward march o f the 
o ther American in du stries. 
Sin ce the agricu ltu ral dep ressio n all so rts o f 
remedies hav e been o ffered fo r the tro u ble. So me 
o f these hav e been so u n d an d o thers u n so u n d. 
Perhap s the p o sitio n o f Presiden t Ho o v er, that 
the so lu tio n will n o t be fo u n d in an y o n e remedy 
bu t in sev eral is abo u t as so u n d as an y that can 
be taken . 
Co n gress is in « sessio n no w an d farm relief 
is the big item o n its p ro gram. That farm relief 
legislatio n will be p assed can be taken fo r gran t­ 
ed. The attem p t to so lv e the farm p ro blem will 
n o t be embo died in o ne bill. 
A rev isio n o f the 
tariff to p ro tect the p ro du cts o f American agri­ 
cu ltu re again st the co mp etin g in du stries in so me 
fo reign co u n tries, is o n e o f the thin gs which will 
be acco mp lished. 
This will be a p art o f the gen ­ 
eral tariff bill, an d in additio n we may lo o k fo r 
a farm relief bill embo dy in g the same an d co n ­ 
stru ctiv e tho u ght o f the Sen ate, the Ho u se an d 
the Ex ecu tiv e dep artmen t. 


That a real effo rt is be made to so lv e this 
v ex atio u s p ro blem is no w assu red. 
The Ameri­ 
can go v ern men t has alway s been in terested in 
the farmer. 
This is n o t a new p ro p o sitio n . In 
the heat o f the camp aign the p o litical demago gu e 
o ften tells the farmer th at the go v ern men t has 
do n e n o thin g fo r him an d is do in g n o thin g. Bu t 
an ex amin atio n o f the legislativ e an d ex ecu tiv e 
reco rd o f o u r admin istratio n fo r the p ast gen ­ 
eratio n sho w 
that q u ite the co n trary is tru e. 
Stu den ts who hav e go ne in to the m atter tell u s 
that n o less than twen ty measu res calcu lated to 
help the farmer an d his in du stry in America hav e 
been ado p ted by q u r Co n gress du rin g the p ast fif­ 
teen y ears. And so me o f the aid o ffered has been 
directly fin an cial. 
It has been o ffered to the 
farmer thro u gh three agen cies, the Farm Lo an 
Ban ks, the Jo in t Sto ck Lan d Ban ks an d the In ­ 
termediate Credit Ban ks, at rates o f in terest 
which hav e been ’ made as lo w as p o ssible in the 
in terest o f the agricu ltu rist. 


That the farmer has n o t y et co mp letely re­ 
co v ered fro m p o st war liq u idatio n is n o t du e to 
effo rts to help him, bu t has been in sp ite 
o f 
su ch effo rts. 
It is no w realized that mo re mu st 
be do n e, an d it will be do n e by the p resen t Co n ­ 
gress. Witho u t a so lid, in dep en den t, p ro sp ero u s 
farmin g elemen t, o u r co u n try can n o t fu lfill its 
destin atio n , can n o t be really well balan ced an d 
tru ly p ro gressiv e. 
In time the remedy , p erhap s 
we sho u ld say remedies, will be fo u n d an d then 
the su n o f p ro sp erity will begin to shin e again in 
o u r agricu ltu ral regio n s.

Uniform 


Sunday School Wesson for April 
21. The Source 8f True Comfort. 
Isaiah 40:1-11. 


By WM. E. GILROY, D. D. 


Editor of The Congregationalist 


With this lesson we tegifa the 


study of a portion of the book of 
Isaiah, from the fortieth chapter 
to the end, which -most of the 
outstanding 
Old 
Testament 


scholars of the present day re- 
gard as the work of a prophet 
whose ideiititfy is not known, 
who lived atfout 150 years after 
the time of Isaiah. 


The writer of this latter por- 


tion of the book is often 
re- 


ferred to as "the Second Isaiah." 
It has been suggested that he 
deliberately chose to keep his 
identity unknown, wishing 
to 


emphasize his message 
rather 


than his own personality. 
..Hfc 


describes himself here as "the 
voice of one crying in the wild- 
erness." 


The Best Explanation 


There is no need .that we 


should deal here with the criti- 
cal questions -involved in this 
conception of the book of Isaiah 
as consisting of two'parts writ- 
ten at 'different times and by 
lifferent prophets. Th_e_differenc- 
es and discrepancies upon which 
this general schola'rly belief is 
now based_.wereirecognj!zed long; 
before this theory prevailed, but 
those who held that the 
book 


was all by orie hand explained 
the fact that the latter portion 
of it manifestly referred to his- 
torical events of a much later 
time than that of the first Isa- 
iah by the claim that this earlier 
prophet was writing out of pre- 
vision of these later events and 
circumstances. That is -a theory 
that I believe will be found rath- 
er hard to uphold and that 
would destroy much of the true 
effect and meaning of prophe- 
cies which were directly related 
to the time in which they were 
uttered. 


It should not be necessary to 


point out that the idea of the 
aook of Isaiah as consisting of 
two parts does not .affect 
the 


moral and spiritual, teachings pi 
the book or its value for our 
time. Most careful students 
of 


the book would, in fact, claim 
that this view has greatly clar- 
ified and enhanced. the teach- 
ing, as" it is in studying the lattei. 
portions of the book in relation 
to the events of this later period 
that we appreciate the lull sig- 
nificance of the teachings. Is -it 
not only as we succeed in relat- ; 
ing the prophecies to their own 
time that we can adequately 
grasp their meaning for. our 
time? 


Whatever conception ;of 
the 


book one may have, 'it seems-per- 
fectly clear that the phapters of 
Isaiah from this lesson'on re- 
late to the period of Babylonian 
activity. We have seen that the 
Northern Kingdom—the King- 
dom of Israel—fell in 722 B. U., 
and that the 10 tribes of that 
kingdom were dispersed never 
again to, have ^heir kingdom re,- 
established. Jn(538 B. C., that ii, 
nearly 200"y,e,ars later, the south- 
ern kingdo'nr'of Judah fell be- 
fore the power of Babylon, and 
its people were Carried off into 
captivity. 
, 


Kingdom Later Restored 


In this instance, 
however, 


there was a restoration of .the 
kingdom, as every student ,of the 
Old Testament knows, and a re- 
colonization of Palestine by'/ 
Jews whose return Tirom Babylon 
to their" own land 
was: "made 


•possible~;by ~£ later ruler?" •':—'-. 


Manifestly during this exile in 


Babylon the faith .and spirit of 
the people we're, scjrely -\.tr 
How could the, conception of. the 
people of Israel as. chosen ^'and 
called and a's having a • iteat 
deestiny, enshrined in the'pro- 
mise to the''.patriarchs, bet' ser- 
iously regarded-5when;the king- 
doms of Israel wer£,broken and 
the people * ^eakeh'ed and dis- 
persed? It^srufiaer.these condi- 
tions that there arises in our 
lesson and in the prophecies 
which follow the conception of 
a spiritual . Israel—a 
faithful 


remnant, which, even in exile 
and in suffering, is fulfilling the 
deeper purposes of God. And-'it 
is interesting to note that it is 
in, this period that Old Testa- 
ment prciphecy attains its high- 
est moral and 'spiritual value. *

Since the agricultural depression -all sorts of 


remedies have been offered for the trbuble. Some 
of these have been sound and others, unsound., 
Perhaps the position of President Hoover, that 
the solution will not be found in any one remedy 
but in several is,-about as sound as any that can 
be taken. 


Congress is in'session now and farm relief 


is the big item on its program. That farm relief 
legislation will be passed can be taken for grant- 
ed. The attempt to solve the farm problem will 
not be embodied in one bill. A revision of the 
tariff to protect the products of American agri- 
culture against the'competing industries in some 
foreign countries, is one of the things which will 
be accomplished. This will be a part of the gen- 
eral tariff bill, and in addition we may look for 
a farm relief bill embodying the same and con- 
structive thought of the Senate, the House and 
tixe Executive department. 


That a real effort is be made to solve this 


vexatious problem is now assured. The Ameri- 
, can government has always been interested in 
the farmer. 
This is not a new proposition. In 


the heat of the campaign 'the political demagogue 
often tells the farmer that the government has 
done nothing for him and is doing nothing. But 
an examination of the legislative and executive 
record of our administration for the past gen- 
eration show that quite the contrary is true. 
Students who have gone into the matter tell us 
thai no less than twenty measures calculated to 
help the farmer and his industry in America have 
been adopted by qur Congress during the past fif- 
teen years. And some of the aid offered has been 
directly financial. It has been offered to the - 
farmer through three agencies, the Farm Loan 
Banks, the Joint Stock Land Banks and the In- 
termediate Credit Banks, at rates of interest 
which haVe beeir made as low as possible in the 
interest of the agriculturist.

"All th'e learned professions are seeking men 


of .the first rank to fill the positions that call for 
men of vision, ability, originality arid the high- 
est standards in scholarship"," he wrote. "There 
are plenty of second rate men, but where are the 
men of outstanding promise to become leaders in 
the intellectual and scholarly life of the coming 
generation? 


"We need more men of first rank who will 


see to it that the perspectives are not lost and 
the fundamental principles are not forgotten. 
I do not. think that the present day methods of 
study in our graduate schools are well fitted to 
.train for leadership. 
Our graduate schools are 


allowing themselves to follow rather than lead, 
arid hence we get no adequate training for 
scholarship."

This controversy 
grew out of a vacancy in th'e of- 
fice of Lt. governor, caused by 
death, The democrats contended 
that there was such vacancy 
while the republicans claimed 
there was not or the reverse, but 
each nominated a man for the 
place an'd Robinson won. Smith 
was acting as pro tempore chair- 
man of the senate and Robinson 
claimed the seat, hence the dis- 
pute.

Preston S. Brooks,-was born in 


Edgefield, S. C., August 14, 1819, 
served in the Mexican war, was 
elected to congress in 1853 and on 
May. 22, 1865, assaulted Charles 
Sumner, in the senate chamber, 
beating him into insensibility, 
with a cane. Brooks resigned his 
seat but was immediately re- 
turned to the house from his 
district. He died at Washington, 
January "27, 1857. 
T Charles ^Sumnpr was born in 
Boston, Mass., January 6, 1811, 
graduated 'froni Harvard, ad- 
mitted'to the bar in 1834, became 
reporter of the U. S. Supreme 
court and 1836, published three 
volumes of Judge Story's de- 
cisions, known as Sumner's Re- 
ports, and later 
20 volumes 


known as Vessey's Reports. 


He was elected'to the U. S. sen- 


ate where he delivered a vicious 
speech, in the senate denouncing 
slave holders and it was this 
speech which caused the brutal 
assault of. Preston Brooks. In this 
assault, he was so badly injured, 
that he was out of public life for, 
four years. In congress, he later 
opposed the policies of Andrew 
Jackson and the foreign policy of 
President Grant. He died at 
Washington, March 11,1874. 


Andrew Jackson was the first 


President, on whom a murderous 
attack was committed, when a 
"crank" attempted to shoot him 
at the capitol. Jackson was a 
powerful man and alone subdued 
and captured ''his assailant j
